REPORT OP GSC O @ iia OA a 


In accordance with the school laws the Board Submits 
the following report, with estimates of the various appro- 
priations needed for the coming year. 

During the school year the Board has made several 
improvements in the equipment of the schools. In July 
all the books owned by the district were collected and de- 
posited in the basement of Gordon-Nash Library. Here 
they were sorted. All which were worth repairing were 
put in good condition and those which were worn out were 
discarded. This has necessitated the purchase of many 
new books. On the front cover of each book a numbered 
label has been pasted, and a complete list of all the school 
books has been made. We have required of all our 
teachers a list of books lent to pupils and have required 
that these books be returned at the beginning of the fol- 
lowing term. Parents can aid a great deal in this matter 
by making sure that all books borrowed by their children 
are promptly returned at the proper time. The loss of 
only a few books every year will soon make necessary the 
purchase of more. We now have hardly enough books to 
supply the needs of the schools. We must have several 
sets of supplementary reading for the lower grades, also 
additional copies of other books. 

Upon the recommendation of State Superintendent H. 
C. Morrison the Board has purchased six sets of eight maps 
each,—each set contained in a neat oak case. As there 
are ten schools in the district we still need four sets. All 
pupils of the district are entitled to equal equipment. 
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As an incentive to better scholarship and effort the 
Board has provided monthly report blanks for each pupil. 
The ranks or marks given are to be based upon the daily 
work of the pupils, and in case of the older pupils upon 
the daily recitations and written examinations. It will 
aid much in raising the standards of our schools if parents 
will .carefully look over the ranks and endeavor to arouse 
pride of scholarship in their children. 

There still remains much to be done before all our 
schools are in a satisfactory condition. In most of the 
schools the lighting is harmful to the eyesof the pupils,— 
that is, the light shines directly into the eyes of the pupils 
from windows in front, or there is a strong light from the 
right which causes a shadow before the hand in writing or 
ciphering. 

In the village school there must be alterations in the 
outhouse before the spring term of school begins. Two 
other schoolhouses need to be shingled. 

Following are quotations from a report to the Board by 
State Superintendent H.C. Morrison. This shows some of 
the pressing needs of the schools. 

‘“To the School Board of New Hampton: 

‘On November 16, I visited and inspected fundamen- 
tal conditions in four of your schools. I give you the fol- 
lowing report and suggestions and instructions:”’ 


VILLAGE SCHOOL. 

‘The equipment is fair but needs extending. The 
only maps in the room area Land Office Map of the United 
States and an outline map of the same. This Land Office 
Map is entirely unsuitable for schoolroom use and, of 
course, an outline map is intended only for exercises. 
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There ought to be, at least, the following: School maps 
of the United States, North America, Europe and either 
two maps of the hemispheres or one of the world on Mer- 
cator’s projection.’’ 


‘“The text books have recently been culled over, which 
is a desirable thing, and they are barely sufficient in quan- 
tity. There are a few supplementary readers such as Car- 
penter and Discoverers and Explorers. In this room, the 
additional maps ought to be purchased at once and here, 
as elsewhere in town, additional sets of supplementary 
reading material furnished. ‘The children have no where 
near enough to work with.”’ 


‘There is in the room a small blackboard of painted 
board. ‘There is not nearly blackboard enough and what 
there isis unsuitable. The only suitable blackboard is 
slate and in the long run it is the cheapest.”’ 

‘There are single non-adjustable desks. ‘This type 
of furniture is not desirable and should be replaced as soon 
as convenient with adjustable furniture or, still better per- 
haps, the new schoolroom tables. A good plan would be 
to set aside a sufficient sum to equip one schoolroom each 
year until all are properly equipped.”’ 

‘“The light of this room is three-sided which involves 
cross light, with its attendant evils. It could be improved 
by cutting additional windows to the left of the children 
and darkening the windows to the right of the children 
with curtains.”’ 


‘*There is a non-jacketed box stove which gives a very 
uneven distribution of heat and no ventilation. A good 
ventilating stove can be built by any local tinsmith at small 
cost. The air was very poor at 1:30.”’ 
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‘“The walls are in bad condition. They need refinish- 
ing and should be either painted or tinted a light green 
tint, with dead white ceiling.”’ 

‘“The building stands very much in need of outside 
paint.”’ 


FISKE DISTRICT. 


‘There is a little painted blackboard. See observa- 
tions above.”’ 

‘“The walls are dark, dingy and cheerless.’’ 

‘There are old wooden benches, totally unfit for a 
schoolroom though these have been recently painted.” 

‘“There is the usual box stove.’’ 

‘“There is two way light, and in part to the right of 
the children. This could be remedied by turning the seats 
around, but the light is not sufficient. Additional windows 
should be cut.” 


NUMBER 5 


‘“The only maps are those in a chart standard, torn 
and dilapidated and antiquated. Suitable wall maps must 
be furnished. See observations above.”’ 

‘“The texts are in good condition, but meager on the 
side of reading. Much the same observations here as in 
the case of the Village school.’’ 

‘‘There is a little painted board in bad condition.’’ 

‘*The walls and ceiling are in good condition.’’ 

‘There is a good box stove of the non-ventilating 
type.”’ 

‘“There is three-way light and not enough at that. 
Additional windows should be cut at the left of the pupils.’’ 
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‘The seats are double non-adjustable. See observa- 
tions on the Village school.’’ : 

‘The closets here are modern and are of the type advo- 
cated for all country schools. ‘They ought to. be given at 
once, however, a coat of heavy gray paint, and then kept 
painted all the time.’’ ‘‘The building is respectable from 
the outside.’’ | 

‘There is a proper drinking receptacle of stone which is 
out of repair. It should be kept in repair. There are no 
drinking cups as required by the state board of health.’’ 


HANNAFORD SCHOOL 


‘‘The equipment here is much the same as in other 
schools. ‘here are no maps. ‘The texts are only in fair 
condition, with some further sorting out needed. There 
is little or noreading material. There ought to be a great 
deal. ‘There is about ten feet of hyloplate board which is 
much better than painted wood, but it will not last a great 
while.”’ 

‘There are double non-adjustable seats, and a non- 
jacketed box stove and three-way light. See comments 
above.’’ ‘‘The walls and ceilings are in good condition.”’ 

‘*There is a good shed and the closets open off from a 
latticed passage. Clean and decent and a model for a 
country school.”’ 


‘‘T infer that the schools which I visited are a fair 
sample of the schools in town, showing many good points 
and many bad points. The good points are to be com- 
mended and the bad features to be elminated.’’ 

‘“‘T trust that the Board will provide at once, first, the 
necessary maps; second, the necessary text-books, and, 
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third, suitable blackboard in place of what there is now.’’ 

‘In the second place, the closets in the Village school 
must be abolished at once and a suitable outbuilding 
erected like those at Number 5 and Hannaford districts. 
If there are any other similar closets in town, they should 
be treated in the same way.”’ 

‘In addition to the above, I think that the Village 
building ought to be renovated as soon as possible, let us 
say after the next district meeting, the walls refinished and 
the outside painted.’’ 

‘‘Suitable stove jackets ought to be furnished for the 
stoves. It is highly desirable that this should be done be- 
fore the cold weather sets in. It is not, of course, so pres- 
sing as attention to the closets and equipment. I think 
the regular program should be adopted of the replacement 
of the old furniture with suitable modern furniture.’’ 


The Board heartily agrees with Supt. Morrison in 
these recominendations. We advise that beginning with 
the Village school building (as this houses the greatest 
number of pupils ard is in great need of improvement) the 
district shall each year put one or more schoolhouses into 
proper condition and shall so continue until all our used 
school buildings are as good as expert advice can make 
them. ‘This can be done at a surprisingly low figure. 

We estimate that for two hundred and fifty dollars the 
Village school can be supplied with new adjustable desks, 
slate blackboards, and a stove jacket to provide means of 
ventilation. In addition to these improvements this sum 
will provide for painting the building inside and out, and 
the alteration of the windows so that proper lighting will 
be secured. 
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Following is an estimation of the various amounts 
which should be appropriated at the district meeting. 
For repairs to Village School building and general 


repairs $400 
For supplies aed ae 200 
For text-books 100 
High School tuition 500 
Amount above that required by law 800 
Officers’ salaries 120 


During the fall and winter terms sickness and vaccina- 
tion lowered the per cent. of attendance in some of the 
schools. The Number 12 school was closed several weeks 
on account of diphtheria. In Number to no regular school 
has been provided as there were only two pupils to attend. 
However, arrangements were made for the regular instruc- 
tion of these children at home. 

In conclusion, we state that we have made the fore- 
going detailed report, that the townspeople may understand 
the pressing needs of our schools. There are many needed 
improvements which we have been unable to accomplish. 
It is impossible for the town to transform itself immediately 
from a poor educational condition to a good one. 

William E. Chancellor, Supt. of Schools, Dist. of Col- 
umbia, says: 

‘‘A desire for better conduct of the schools must come 
from the people. Unlessthere is a substantial and a spon- 
taneous effort by the community to get better schools, 
there can be found no way for any individuals, whether 
private citizens or public officeholders, to secure for the 
community better schools.”’
